House Approves HEW The House of Representatives on March 29 passed, by a vote of 
Appropriation with 362 to 10, a $4,184,022,731 appropriations bill for the 
5p Research Rider Department of Health, Education and Welfare and related 
agencies. 


This legislation includes once more the 15 percent ceiling on the amount of compensa- 
tion for indirect costs which may be paid to an institution cooperating with HEW on a 
sponsored research project. For the last two years the Senate has voted to eliminate or 
increase this ceiling, but in conference the House position has prevailed. 

Senator Keating of New York has introduced a bill (S.3197) which would have the 
effect of authorizing full payment of indirect costs to the institutions. Strong appeals 
for elimination of the 15 percent restriction have been made by college organizations, 
and Secretary Arthur S. Flemming of HEW has endorced this change. (See this Bulletin

The HEW appropriations bill now goes before Senator Hill's Subcommittee on Appropria- 
tions for the Departments of Labor and Health, Education, and Welfare, of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Appropriations.

Rep. Kenneth A. Roberts (D.-Ala.), (reported in this Bulletin, 
Vol. IX, No. 11). The committee voted unanimously to endorse this bill, and it hopes that 
following study of the bill educational agencies and institutions will communicate with 
members of Congress in regard to the measure. 

The committee believes that H.R. 10609 is a better proposal than any one of the 
several bills introduced in the previous session of Congress. The proposed legislation 
would be of particular assistance in the further development of educational television 
| in areas without large cities. 

Subsequently, on March 24, the bill with several amendments was reported favorably 
by the House Interstate and Foreign Commerce Committee. The Rules Committee will now de- 
cide when, and if, the bill will be brought to the floor of the House for a vote. 

The House Commerce Committee made three major changes in H. R. 10609 before reporting 
it: (1) the grant (not to exceed $10,000) to a state for an ETV survey must be equally 
matched by the state; (2) a total of $39 million in the aggregate ($750,000 per state) 
is now authorized rather than $52 million as authorized in the initial version of H.R. 
10609; (3) the grant for any one project within a state (out of the $750,000 total) may 
not exceed $150,000. 

If the House Rules Committee should assign H.R. 10609 a place on the agenda for full 
House debate and action, and if this action should be favorable, a conference committee 
would then meet to reconcile the differences which exist in the Senate and House versions 
of support for ETV construction. S-12, a measure which was introduced by Senator Warren 


Magnuson (D.-Wash.), was passed on April 13, 1959. S-12 authorizes outright grants: of 
$1 million to each state. 


More Institutions Are In this Bulletin of February 29, 1960 (Vol.. Ix, No.8) there 
Showing Opposition to was published a list of 54 colleges and universities whose 
Disclaimer Affidavit presidents or boards of trustees had publicly stated disa- 
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pproval of the disclaimer affidavit required by the National Defense Education 
Act. This list had been documented by the American Association of University 
Professors. 

It was suggested in the Bulletin that if any institution was improperly 
listed, or if any institution had taken action but was not listed, a statement 
of the fact would be appreciated. As a result of this request there have been 
no complaints of improper listing, but statements concerning official action have 
come (as of March 28) from 36 additional institutions as follows:

Iowa State College Wayne State University (Mich. ) 
Iowa State Teachers College Wesleyan University (Conn. ) 
Nixon also Opposes The voice of Vice-President Richard Nixon has been 
Disclaimer Affidavit added to that of President Eisenhower among those who 


advocate elimination of the disclaimer affidavit as a 
requirement under the National Defense Education Act. (See this Bulletin Vol. Ix, 
Nos. 1, 4, 8.) 

In response to a question posed February 6 at the convention of the 
California Newspaper Publishers Association in Los Angeles, Mr. Nixon said: 

"I favor the loyalty oath’ in the affirmative sense. I believe that the 
regular oath that I take and that other elected officials take, is one that any 
student under the Defense Education Act should and would properly take. I do 
not believe that the denial of affiliation with various organizations, is 
effective. I support the Administration's position to remove that requirement. 
I believe that the affirmative oath is enough, I believe it is adequate, and I 
think it can be supported.” 

Again in a letter of February 22 to Chancellor Lawrence A. Kimpton of the 
University of Chicago, Mr. Nixon said: "It is my opinion that the affirmative 
oath by itself covers the situation, making the disclaimer affidavit unncessary 
and, since it is not a general requirement for all recipients of government 
benefits, unwarranted."

Fifth-Year Program A preliminary edition of Preparing College Graduates to 
Directory Published Teach in Schools, edited by John D. Herzog, has been 

distributed to all institutional and organizational 
members of the Council. This directory of fifth-year programs in elementary and 
secondary education is designed primarily for persons who did not prepare for 
teaching as undergraduates. Single copies are available from the Council without 
charge as long as the supply lasts. 

A letter from President Arthur S. Adams accompanied each copy of the directory 
that went to Council members. He noted that a more complete edition will be 
published later this year for sale at a nominal cost, if there is sufficient demand 
to make such publication worth while. He requested comments concerning the value 
of this publication and an indication of the extent to which faculties, students, 
and organizations would make use of a later edition. "We are interested", he said, 
"in ascertaining the approximate demand for it at a price sufficient to cover our 


costs; your response to this inquiry will in no way be considered as an order for 
additional copies." 


Faculty Salaries, Average salaries for full-time faculty members in 4-year 
Costs to Students undergraduate colleges rose 10.6 percent during the past 
Continue to Rise two years to an average of $6,810 in the current academic 


year 1959-60, the U. S. Office of Education has announced. 
In 1957-58, the average was $6,160. In 1958-59, it was $6,490. 

Figures for the three years are not precisely comparable because some col- 
leges failed to answer the survey one or more times during that period. While 
approximately 1,200 of the 1,940 colleges and universities furnished information 
in 1957-58, more than 1,400 responded in 1959-60. Institutions covered in the 
latest survey account for 91.1 percent of the enrollment in public institutions 
and 80.4 percent of the enrollment in private institutions. 

For all higher education institutions, the rate of salary increase has 
averaged slightly less than 5 percent in each of the past two years. However, 
during this period, increases have been greater in private institutions than in 
public ones, 13.5 percent to 8.2 percent. 

U. S. Commissioner of Education, Lawrence G. Derthick said that the average 
salary in 4-year public institutions in this academic year is $7,040, an increase 
of 8.8 percent over the $6,470 of 1957-58. Average salary in 4-year private insti- 
tutions this academic year is $6,510, a 14.2 percent increase over the $5,700 of 
197-58. In junior colleges and other 2-year institutions, the average salary for 
full-time faculty members if $6,110 this academic year. The 1957-58 figure was 
$5,680. The increase between 1957-58 and 1959-60 is 7.6 percent. 

In public 2-year institutions, the current average salary is $6,550, up 7.2 
percent from the $6,120 of 1957-58. The figure for private 2-year institutions, 
$4,640 this year, is an increase of 14.6 percent from the $4,050 of 1957-58. 

The study also shows a slow but perceptible increase in costs for full-time 
students in both public and private instiutions of higher education, Commissioner 
Derthick said. For example, resident students in private institutions paid an 
average tuition and fee of $615 in this academic year, an increase of 16.9 percent 
over the 1957-58 average of $526. Resident students in public institutions pay an 
average of $168 this year compared with $155 in 1957-58. 

Average charges for dormitory rooms for students is $168 for men and $174 for 
women in public institutions this year compared with $155 for men and $160 for 
women in 1957-58. In private institutions, male students today are paying an 
average of $201 and women students $220 for dormitories. In 1957-58, the figures 
were $182 for men and $194 for women. 

Average dining hall charges to students in public institutions on a 7-day week 
basis this academic year, are $374 for men and $372 for women. In 1957-58 male 
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students were paying an average of $356 and women students $352. In private institu- 

sions, the average dining hall charge today is $401 for men and $431 for women. The 
1957-58 figures were $382 and $391.

Summer Fellowships The National Science Foundation has announced the award of 
Announced by NSF 500 summer fellowships to secondary school teachers of 


science and mathematics. Recipients reside in 45 states and 
the District of Columbia. Two hundred twenty-six awards were made in mathematics, 173 
in the life sciences, 55 in the physical sciences, and 46 in general science. 

These fellowships, which were first offered one year ago, enable secondary school 
teachers to undertake individually planned six to twelve week summer programs of graduate 
study and research designed to improve their competence as teachers of science and 
nathematics. Four hundred fifty-two of the fellowships will provide two or three suc- 
zessive summers of training; the remaining 48 are for one summer only. 

Applicants for fellowships were evaluated by panels of scientists appointed by the 
American Association for the Advancement of Science. Awardees were selected by the 
National Science Foundation solely on the basis of ability. Fellows will receive stipends 
computed at the rate of $75 for each week of tenure, with travel and dependency allowances 
also available. The Foundation will pay for tuition and fees. 


graduate Fellowships The National Science Foundation has announced the award of 
Awarded to 1200 by 1200 Graduate Fellowships in the sciences, mathematics, and 
Science Foundation engineering for the academic year 1960-61. Successful 


awardees were selected from 4696 applicants from all parts 
of the United States and its territories. The Foundation also released names of 2147 
persons accorded honorable mention. All awards were approved by Dr. Alan T. Waterman, 
jirector of the Foundation. 

These awards were made in furtherance of the Foundation's policy of encouraging 
soutstanding college graduates to obtain advanced training in the sciences on a full- 
time basis. Of the awards, 233 were made in the life sciences, 946 in the physical 
sciences, including a number in interdisciplinary fields, and 21 awards were made in 
certain areas of the social sciences. 

Graduate Fellowship applicants were required to take examinations for scientific 
aptitude and achievement. These tests were administered by the Educational Testing 
Service, Princeton, New Jersey. The test scores, academic record, and recommendations 
regarding each applicant's abilities were then considered by panels of outstanding 
scientists in the respective fields of the applicants; the panels were appointed by 
the National Academy of Sciences - National Research Council. Selection of awardees 
was made by the National Science Foundation. 

National Science Foundation Fellows may attend any appropriate nonprofit American 
or nonprofit foreign institution. Graduate Fellowships provide basic stipends (for 12 
months) of $1,800 for the first year level of graduate study, $2,000 for intermediate 
years, and $2,200 for the terminal year. These fellowships include additional allow- 
ances for dependents and tuition, as well as a limited travel allowance. 
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
